REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS, 

Read at an Extraordinary General Meeting, held at the Society^s Office, 
13, St. James's Square, on the 1st day of January, 1857. 



In pursuance of the provisions of the Society's Deed and of the Special Act of Parliament, 
the Directors have called the present Meeting, for the purpose of laying before the Proprietors 
and the Persons Assured the result of an Investigation into the Society's Affairs for the five 
years ending June 30th, 1850. 

On that day the Society had been in existence thirtv-two years; and the Sixth Investi- 
gation having now been completed, the Directors have the pleasure of submitting its result to 
the Meeting. 

The Society's Income for the year ending June, 1851, was £136,100 ; that for the year 
ending June, 1856, was £166,800 — being an increase, since the last Division, of £30,700 
per annum.

Leaving a Surplus of £247,878 6 

In conformity with the Society's Special Act of Parliament, the sum of £50,000 out of the 
ascertained Profits must first be set aside as a Permanent Reserve Fund ; thus reducing the 
above surplus to £197,878. 0«. Qd. 

This sum has now to be dealt with ; but, in order to avoid inconvenient fractions, the Direc- 
tors have resolved to recommend to this Meeting to divide £195,000, which amount, must be 
distributed in the proportion of one sixth among the Proprietors, and five sixths among the 
Assured. This will give to the Proprietors £32,500, and to the Assured, £162,500, or an 
equivalent sum in reversion of £232,479. 

It is important here to observe, that the £32,500 divisible among the Proprietors is not 
derived from any portion of the Profits made by the Persons Assured on the Participating 
Scale, the surplus on the present occasion having been augmented by no less a sum than 
£39,850. This latter sum is almost entirely made up of the Interest on the Fund of £60,000 
reserved in 1851, and of £10,000, part of the aforesaid sum of £60,000, divided now pursuant 
to the Act (which only requires a permanent Reserve of £50,000), together with the Profits 
realized on Policies effected on the Non-participating Scale. 

It is also confidently anticipated, that at future Divisions the Interest accruing from the 
Permanent Reserve Fund of £50,000, together with the increasing Profit derivable from 
Policies which are continually being issued on the Non-participating Scale, will always produce 
an amount j^i/y equal to that portion of the Profits to which the Proprietors can ever be 
entitled. Tjius thjB Assured will enjoy all the benefits obtainable from a Mutual Office, while 
at the same time they are completely secured from risk or liability by means of the Proprie- 
tary Capital. 

In estimating the amount of Liabilities, the Net Carlisle Table has been adopted, and 3 per 
cent, has been the rate of interest used in all the calculations. By this mode of valuation there 
is no encroachment on, or anticipation of, future Profits ; consequently the sum now to be 
divided has arisen solely from the amount actually realized. 

This being the first Division since obtaining the Act by which the Board was empowered to 
pay in Cash the value of all Bonuses thereafter to be declared, it is gratifying to the Directors 
to state that the Bonus payable in Cash will on the present occasion average 27 per cent. on the 
Premiums received since the last Division. 

The Reversionary Bonus, before mentioned, of £232,479, will average 46 per Cent., or vary, 
with the different ages, from 31 to 85 per Cent., on the Premiums received since June, 1851. 

The experience of the Society since June, 1851,. (being the period during which the altera- 
tions sanctioned by the Act have been carried into effect,) has completely justified the expecta- 
tions of the promoters of that measure, as will appear by the two following facts : — First, that 
during the last five years 2,889 Policies have been issued, being 998 more than had ever been 
effected in any similar period ; and secondly/ that the Bonus now apportioned among the 
Assured exceeds, by fully 10 per Gent., that of any former Division. 

From the largely increasing amount of the Society's business, and the very ample Jleserve 
made to meet all Liabilities, together with the proportionate diminution of the expense of 
management (which does not now exceed Z\ per Cent, on the Income), it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that the present satisfactory Bonus will be fully maintained, if not exceeded, at future 
Divisions.
